ELEVEN DEATHS IN NEW YORK 


Other Cities Report Many Dead and 


Hurt by Fireworks and in Auto- 


mobile Accidents

Approximately forty people were 


killed and more than 250 injured in 
the country's Fourth of July cele- 
bration, according to reports to the 
United Press today. 


.New York, July 5.—Eleven deaths 


and injuries to more than 45 persons 
was the toll claimed by the Fourth 
of July celebrations here, according 
to police check today. 
Two were 


killed by fireworks. 'One boy shot 
his brother. 


Four- men were drowned and one 


shopmen's strike was gaining daily 
'and that the shop craft would not 
make peace on the same terms to 
which the mantenance of way work- 
ers agreed. 


Hooper said that the board did
